‘A  little  nonsense  now  and  then  is  relished  by 
the  best  of  men,”  was  the  comment  of  Senator 
Arthur  V.  Watkins  in  reference  to  the  talks  of 
former  governor  J.  Bracken  Lee  and  Attorney 
Frank  Moss  at  Monday’s  forum  assembly. 

The  three  candidates  for  United  States  Senator 
from  Utah  staged  an  informative  and  colorful  de- 
bate, which  included  some  interesting  rebuttal 

speeches.  _ 

STUDENT  REACTION  MIXED 

A little  mud-slinging  and  name-calling  added 
the  necessary  color  to  an  otherwise  dull  political 
rally.  The  students  felt  a mixture  of  emotions 
which  ranged  from  humor  to  disbelief  during 
the  “no  punches  barred”  debate. 

Students  who  attended  the  assembly  found  an 
unusual  opportunity  to  hear  exactly  what  the 
different  candidates  feel  is  their  duty  to  the  peo- 
ple. It  gave  many  in  the  audience  a chance  to  see 
few  of  the  functions  of  political  parties  in  ac- 

tl0It  seemed  to  be  Lee  against  the  parties  with 
such  statements  as  “Lee  is  leading  the  people  into 
t secession  from  the  twentieth  century,  and 
•‘The  world  couldn’t  be  saved  by  one  knight  in 
shining  armor,”  being  heard  from  both  Moss  and 
Watkins. 


Attorney  Moss  opened  his  part  of  the  debate 
with  a platform  for  an  “expanded  economy.”  He 
opened  his  attack  on  Lee  with  the  statement, 
“Vote  for  Lee  and  cast  a protest.”  Moss  attacked 
the  Republican  Party  and  Watkins  on  the  present 
unbalance  of  our  national  economy  and  also  on 
excessive  foreign  spending. 

Senator  Watkins  stressed  an  “informed  popu- 
lous.” He  called  the  attack  on  the  Republican 
Party’s  foreign  aid  program  unwarranted  and 
said  there  is  no  foreign  aid — only  mutual  security. 

DECRIES  BUREACRACY 
“Washington  bureaucrats  who  wrap  an  Ameri- 
can flag  around  themselves  and  claim  that  the 
spending  is  for  national  security,”  were  one  of 
Lee’s  many  objections  to  the  two-party  system 
which  has  evolved  into  our  system  of  govern- 
ment. He  called  our  present  system  of  govern- 
ment a collection  of  different  political  affilia- 
tions including  socialism  and  collectivism. 

. He  told  the  group  that  he  was  for  cuts  in  taxes 
and  more  organization  of  the  national  govern- 
ment with  fewer  federal  employees.  He  said  that 
the  government  is  spending  too  much  of  the 
American  people’s  money  because  it  is  too  easy 
to  get.  It  is  only  a human  government  and  so  it  is 
influenced  by  human  tendencies,  Lee  said  in  at- 
tacking the  present  administration.
